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PREFACE 


The number of handbooks for teachers published in recent years is a fair reflection of the growing 
interest, among both students of educational theory and practising teachers, in the principles 
and methods of work in the classroom and in the orderly and rational development of the teaching 
profession as a whole. 

This issue of Education Abstracts is a selected bibliography of such handbooks. The items 
are arranged, not in separate sections for each country as is our usual custom, but in four parts 
under the following headings: Part | - General Handbook. ; Part Il - Handbooks for the Primary 
School Teacher; Part Ill - Handbooks for the Secondary School Teacher; and Part IV - Journals. 

All the works selected for inclusion in this bibliography deal with general or particular aspects 
of teaching. Handbooks or guides dealing exclusively with legislation, remuneration, status of 
teachers etc. have not been included, although these matters are discussed in some of the more 
comprehensive works. Certain items are intended principally for training college students, others 
will be useful books to place in the hands of senior school pupils considering taking up teaching 
as a career, but the fact that they are addressed to these particular categories of reader will not 
of course detract from their interest for the serving teacher. The journals for teachers listed in 
Part IV are not accompanied by annotations; readers who wish to have some information con- 
cerning them may find brief notes in the December 1959 issue of Education Abstracts (Vol. XI, 
No. 10) from which this selection was made, 

The Secretariat of Unesco would be grateful to hear of handbooks for teachers, other than 
those mentioned here, which may be known to readers. 
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GENERAL HANDBOOKS 


1. Bach, Heinz. Die Unterrichtsvorbereitung. 
Hannover, A.W. Zickfeldt Verlag, 1957. 
130 p. (Praktische Schularbeit) 





This book offers practical information for the young 
teacher on how to carry out his work. The author 
begins with a section discussing what he refers to 

as primary considerations, i.e. preparation for 
education, the keeping of records by the teacher, the 
aims of education, and the student himself. He then 
goes on to treat the planning of the year's teaching 
as regards both content planning and work planning. 

This is broken down in a further section dealing 
with the teacher's need to increase his knowledge 
of materials and subjects and suggesting ways in 
which he may prepare himself to gain broader know- 
ledge and understanding; the organization of the 
school week, the school day, and a single school 
period are then discussed. 

The final section of the book is a study of different 
aspects of evaluation, and it ends with a sample 
week by week work plan and a sample page from a 
school day book. 

Other booklets in this series deal with elementary 
education, visual aids, school games, physical 
education and many other subjects. 


2. Baklin, Martin. Att vara ldrare. 4 ed. 
Stockholm, Almoavist & Wiksell, 1949. 291 p. 
bibl. 





This is the fourth edition of a handbook for teachers, 
published as one of a series of manuals containing 
general and specialized information on the day to 

day work of teachers. 

The author of the present volume has been teach- 
ing mother tongue, history and geography in second- 
ary schools. Although this, he says, may have 
limited his experience, he nevertheless feels that 
primary and secondary school teaching have enough 
in common for what he describes in the way of 
general ideas, methodology and teaching techniques 
to be useful to teachers in all types of school. 

The chapter headings indicate this attempt to 
produce a guide for teachers of the different school 
forms. 

There is an introduction on psychology in educa- 
tion; the subjects dealt with include: the technique 
of study, methods of teaching, how to prepare a 
lesson, the content of a lesson, questions and 
answers, discipline, the réle and responsibility of 
aclass teacher, etc. 

Frequent references are made in the text to 


official instructions published by the Swedish 
Board of Education. A useful bibliography and a 
subject index are included. 


3. Danilov, M.A.; Esipov, B.P. Didaktika. 
Moskva, Akademija pedagogiéeskih nauk 
RSFSR, 1957. 517 pp. bibl. 


This is a handbook for both school principals and 
class teachers. The authors have made a thorough 
study of a wide range of books dealing with various 
educational and psychological problems, and have 
also given special consideration to actual teaching 
experience. In writing the book, therefore, they 
have made use of both educational research and 
their own personal observation. 

The first chapter, which is entitled " Didactics - 
Theory of teaching and instruction" , contains a 
definition of the object of didactics, an historical 
account of its development, particularly in Soviet 
Russia, and suggestions as to future educational 
research methods. The next chapter deals with 
the subjects taught at general and polytechnic 
level, school programmes and curricula, and the 
relationship between the various school subjects. 
The other nine chapters contain a detailed study 
of the educational process, didactic principles, 
methods of teaching, methods of testing and ass- 
essing knowledge and skills acquired by the pupils, 
methods of teaching manual and industrial work, 
homework, etc. There is a full bibliography on 
the most important aspects of didactics. 


4. Dumas, Louis. Au pied du mur. Paris, 
Bourrelier, 1959. 224 p. bibl. 





This practical guide for the teacher discusses:the 
organization of class time, giving class time- 
tables; psychology, with particular reference to 
the teacher's relationship to the individual student; 
self-improvement; and discipline. 

A substantial part of the book is devoted to 
detailed suggestions intended to help the teacher 
with the different subjects he is expected to teach, 
the aim being to awaken the interest of the students 
by various means. 

There is a good bibliography arranged by subject 
and covering psychology, educational theory and 
techniques, and background reading of a cultural 
nature. 








































































5. Fox, Robert S., ed. Teaching in the small 
community. Washington, D.C. N.E.A., 
Department of Rural Education, 1956. 222 p. 
illus., bibl. (N.E.A. Department of Rural 
Education Yearbook 1956 ). 





Concerned with the special problems of teachers 
in small schools (principally primary) which serve 
both a rural and a town population, this book 
emphasizes the place of the school in and its 
service to the community. The tasks of the 
teacher are related to this réle. Suggestions are 
given on: curriculum planning adapted to pupils' 
needs in a rural environment, planning pro- 
grammes and schedules, teaching by groups 
rather than by grades, encouraging individual 
interests and projects. The authors also discuss: 
the special problem of organization of work in one 
to four-teacher elementary schools where two or 
more grades or age groups are found in one class- 
room; relations of the teacher with the community 
and parents; the learning process of individual 
pupils; administrative responsibilities of teachers, 
including relations with school boards; teaching 
aids and materials; professional contacts - with 
other teachers, in professional meetings and 
organizations - and advice from the county con- 
sultant; the teacher's personal life in the small 
community, including housing. 


6. Guillén de Rezzano, Clotilde. Manual de 
pedagogfa. Buenos Aires, Editorial Kapelusz, 
1953. 151 p. 


The author of this manual has already written 
several books on didactics and child psychology. 
The present work is intended for students at teacher 
training colleges. It deals with subjects such as 
the intellect of the child (imagination, curiosity, 
memory and language) and emotional factors of 
which the future teacher should be aware before 
beginning his work in the classroom. 

The most important part of the manual is devoted 
to the organization of classroom work: methods of 
teaching, teaching aids, written and oral exercises, 
discipline, relations between teachers and parents, 
etc. The legal basis for primary education in 
Argentina and the aims of the schools are also 
stated. 


7. Kellaway, F.W. The approach to teaching. 
New and revised edition. London, G. Bell 
and Sons, 1958. 166 p. bibl. 





A new edition of the same title by Herbert Ward 
and Frank Roscoe, first published thirty years ago. 
Intended primarily for the young teacher, this book 
is a general introduction to the teaching of children 
in primary and secondary schools. It includes 
sections on the aims of education, the art of 
teaching, methods, discipline and examinations. 
Suggestions on teaching various subjects in 

the curriculum, on preparing lessons and on 
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teachers' professional reading are included. 


8. Kuhn, Willy, ed. Ratgeber fir junge Lehrer, 
Stuttgart, Ernst Klett Verlag, 1954. 151 p. 





This manual for young teachers includes an outline 
of the ideal background for a teaching career, and 
a general chapter on school work. Following 
these opening chapters is a section on the daily 
programme treating such questions as the plan- 
ning of the school day, the organization of teaching 
so as to achieve uniformity, homework, the school 
time-table, and judging the students' performance, 
A further section discusses the criteria of 
instruction, forms of instructional organization, 
functional education as opposed to international 
education, and the young teacher in the community, 
This 1. ads to a discussion of the teacher's rela- 
tions with the school authority, the municipality, 
and teachers' associations. 

The book concludes with information on the 
improvement of the teacher's abilities and status 
through study, in-service programmes, exami- 
nations, reports on experimental and other acti- 
vities, and scientific study programmes, and with 
chapters on the history of education, psychology, 
and the relationship between school law and school 
administration. 


9. Le livre des instituteurs. Paris, S.U.D.E.L. 
Annual. 





This guide for teachers, normal school students, 
and administrators gives in clear and practical 
terms a comprehensive outline of what a teacher 
needs to know not only in the field of teaching but 
also with regard to legislation in education. 

The publication appears each year and is writ- 
ten to coincide exactly with the official programme: 

Among the subjects treated are professional 
ethics, the history and general organization of 
education, the different schools at all levels, 
teacher status and remuneration, examinations, 
and private education. 

There is a full index with direct paragraph 
references. 


10. National Education Association. Association 
for Supervision and Curriculum Development. 
Learning and the teacher. Washington, D.C., 
N.E.A. 1959. 222 p. app., bibl. (1959 
Yearbook). 





Several writers have contributed to this yearbook, 
which is intended to assist teachers and others in 
gaining more understanding about their task of 
guiding pupils' learning in the classroom. After 
a chapter dealing with the learner, various class- 
room situations are examined and the following 
matters considered: planning and organizing 
learning experiences; introducing them; the 
learner's interpreting of them; individual differ 
ences; use of group forces, etc. Finally, the 
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concept of learning how to learn is discussed and 
indications are given concerning help to the teacher 
from research literature and from " action 
research". 


11. Pataki, Sztjep4n, ed. Altal4nos pedagégia 
Ujvidék, (Yugoslavia) Testvériség-Egység, 
KényvkiadévAllalat, 1952. 583 p. 





Contains information for the teacher regarding 
theoretical and philosophical aspects of education, 
and relates education to the school system and 
shows its relationship to the State. Gives informa- 
tion on child psychology and the development of the 
child during his school career. A long section is 
devoted to a discussion of teaching and its problems 
which contains information regarding principles of 
teaching, the content of education and organization 
of instruction, methodology, and homework. Other 
chapters discuss the teacher and nis réle, the 
relationship of the family to the school, extra-curri- 
cular activities and the organization of out-of- 
school work. 

Final chapters deal with school administration 
and public education, and there is an appendix 


which discusses special education of the handicapped. 


The book is written in Hungarian and is intended 
for use in those parts of Yugoslavia where that 
language is spoken. 


12. Pratt, Willis E.; McGarey, Donald G. 
A guide to curriculum improvement in elemen- 
tary and secondary schools; a handbook for 
teachers and administrators. Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Public School Publishing Co., 1958. 82 p. 
bibl. 











This booklet is concerned with the practices, 
techniques and procedures that can be used to 
improve the school curriculum. After a summary 
of what is involved in curriculum improvement, 
the authors deal with such topics as the fundamental 
characteristics of good improvement procedures; 
the utilization of the beliefs of teachers, pupils 
and school patrons in relation to what to teach and 
how to teach it; surveying the needs of children 
and of the community in which they live; suggestions 
for schools on how to utilize the findings of a curri- 
culum survey; and how to keep a curriculum study 
programme going once it is started. 

Forms and questionnaires which have been 


successfully used in curriculum studies are included. 


13. Ramboldt, Bert, Sundvall, P.O. L&rarhandbok 
fér folkskolan och motsvarande skolformer. 
Stockholm, Svenska bokférlaget, 1956. 164 p. 








Although the main part of this book is devoted to 
administrative and organizational aspects of a 
teacher's work, it may nevertheless be used as a 
guide to educational aspects as well. The chapters 


of particular interest in this respect are those 
dealing with teaching aids, collaboration between 
parents and teachers, educational activities outside 
the prescribed curriculum, etc. Teachers in 
training will find many useful ideas and practical 
suggestions in these chapters. 

All questions related to teachers' status and 
conditions of work are thoroughly discussed. A 
detailed subject index is appended. 


14. Sadler, J.E. The West African teachers' 
guide. London, George Allen & Unwin Ltd., 
1958. 175 p. 





The intention of this book is to give guidance, both 
to students in training and to practising teachers. 
After reviewing the principles of education the 
author writes on such topics as the teaching 
profession, teacher training, the school curri- 
culum, teacher preparation, teaching techniques, 
the educational system, the institution and the 
community, the child's development, learning 
ability and personality, and the teacher's 
aspirations. 


15. Terrisse, A. Le livre de l'instituteur 
d'Afrique noire. Paris, Fernand Nathan, 
n.d. 239 p. 








This book was written to help teachers understand 
aspects of teaching peculiar to Africa as compared 
with France. It is an attempt to show how methods, 
techniques and theories can be adapted to a differ- 
ent milieu and to children whose lives and work 
differ widely from those to which the teacher may 
be used. 

The author discusses the problem of education 
in Africa, describes the different institutions 
which exist, sets forth the important school legis- 
lation, and goes on to suggest methods of class 
organization giving specific recommendations for 
each subject. Special attention is given to the 
réle of the teacher in the African community and 
also to the education of girls. Sample time 
schedules are given for different levels of educa- 
tion, and there is a brief bibliography of profes- 
sional and practical literature. 


16. Van Dalen, Deobold; Brittel, Robert W. 
Looking ahead to teaching. Boston, Allyn 
and Bacon, 1959. 403 p. bibl., illus. 





A general work on teaching for the beginning 
student in teacher training. The author describes: 
the profession, preparation for it, securing a 
position, working conditions, professional organi- 
zations, the relationship of the teacher with the 
child, the school and the teacher, classroom 
activities, evaluation of students' learning, the 
community and the teacher.

HANDBOOKS FOR THE PRIMARY SCHOOL TEACHER 


17. Ballard, P.B.; Boyce, E.R., eds. The 
practical infant teacher; a guide to the most 
modern methods of teaching and the happy 
occupations of children in nursery and infant 
schools. London, New Era Publishing Co., 
n.d. 6v. illus. 











This work, in six volumes, treats of all aspects 

of teaching the very young child and offers practi- 
cal and detailed advice on all subjects in the infant 
school curriculum. The articles are written by 
leading authorities on child education. Numerous 
illustrated schemes of work and practical sugges- 
tions are included. The first volume contains a 
detailed discussion of infant teaching: the infant 
school, child development, health education, 
methods of teaching and organization of work in the 
nursery school, individual and group work of pupils, 
creative play, tests of ability, equipment and 
organization of the classroom, parents' meetings, 
displays and celebrations. Volumes two to five 
contain material on teaching of specific subjects 
and numerous texts for reading and recitation 
(stories, fairy tales, legends, myths and poems) 
as well as descriptions of games, rhythmic studies 
and physical education. Volume six is composed of 
charts and posters for classroom display. 


18. Banjo, S.A. A West African teacher's 
handbook. London, University of London 
Press, 1953. 224 p. 





Published as a guide for students in training and a 
reference work for practising teachers at the 
primary level. After discussing the general 
principles of education and the psychological 
development of the child, the author examines, 
from the point of view of the African teacher, the 
problems of class teaching, order and discipline. 
There are also chapters on the school curriculum 
and time-table, lesson preparation, co-education, 
intelligence tests and the school building. In part 
two the teaching of individual subjects is dealt with. 
These include English, arithmetic, history, geo- 
graphy, rural science, religion, drawing, painting 
and handwork, and singing. Sample exercises are 
given for each of these subjects. 


19. Bue, Torgeir. Pedagogisk metodikk. Oslo, 
Gyldendal Norsk Forlag, 1954. 223 p. 





The author of this manual for teachers has taught 
for a long time in teacher training colleges and 
this book is a summing up of his experience 
designed to establish the link between the theory 
of education as taught in the training college and 
practical day to day work in the school. 

The introductory chapter deals with history of 





education and reviews different methods of 
teaching. 

The author follows the official Norwegian 
programme of studies for primary schools in 
dividing his chapters according to: principles 
underlying educational methods, organization of 
subjects, active teaching methods, individualiza- 
tion of teaching, group work and methods, integ- 
ration of subjects, evaluation of working methods 
and results, observation of pupils and tests and 
examinations. 

There is a bibliography, a subject index and 
examp!°s of teachers' work in the classroom. 


20. Byrne, Hubert J. The teacher and his pupils. 
London, Oxford University Press, 1954. 
185 p. illus. 





Intended for the primary school teacher in Africa, 
this book offers practical advice on such topics as 
the teacher in the classroom, preparation of 
lessons and examinations, planning the syllabus 
and a time-table of classes. The author also 
treats the questions of general teaching methods, 
the teacher and child relationship, training of the 
memory and character formation. 


21. Cincinnati (Ohio). Board of Education. New 
primary manual; a teacher's guide. Kinder- 
garten and grades one, two and three. 
Cincinnati, 1953. 496 p. (Curriculum 
bulletin 300). 








This primary manual is the guide for the instruc- 
tional programme in kindergarten and grades one, 
two and three in the Cincinnati public schools. It 
is divided into ten sections, the first treating 
general aspects of the school programme, and the 
others covering the major instructional areas: 
reading, and the other language arts including 
spelling, handwriting, oral and written communi- 
cation, and literature; arithmetic; social studies; 
science; health and safety; physical education; 
music; and art. It is pointed out that the selection 
of materials, methods of instruction and emphasis 
upon different phases of work depend at each level 
upon the increasing maturity, developing abilities, 
and expanding needs and interests of the pupils. 

A companion guide entitled, " The Intermediate 
Manual" , for grades four, five and six (Curri- 
culum bulletin 125) has also been published by the 
Board of Education of Cincinnati. 


22. Collection " Plan d'études". Liége, 
Editions Desoer, 1936- 





This collection, of which more than twenty volumes 
have been published, consists of a series of guides 
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for teachers in the daily work of the primary school. 


Practical teaching examples are presented and 
new methods are suggested, but the authors delib- 
erately refrain from giving too definite advice with 
regard to educational and psychological methods. 

Among the volumes already published, several 
are devoted to arithmetic and the teaching of 
reading, others deal with the teaching of local 
history and geography. Each volume has an 
introduction written by M.L. Jeunehomme, 
inspector-general of schools. 


33. Englebret- Pedersen, P., ed. Praktik- 
handbog for unge laerere. 2. udg. Kébenhavn, 
Gyldendalske boghandel, Nordisk forlag, 1951. 
422 p. 





This teacher's manual is divided into three main 
parts: general teaching, i.e. class or group 
teaching, individual teaching and library teaching. 

The first part is concerned with the subject 
matter taught in all primary schools, mother 
tongue, arithmetic, geography, history, natural 
sciences, and drawing. Each chapter starts by 
stating the purpose and aim of teaching the subject, 
how to organize the content according to different 
age groups, teaching methods with examples, 
recommendations to teachers. A list of reading 
references follows each chapter. In the section 
concerned with group teaching, the use of audio- 
visual means is reviewed. 

The chapter dealing with individual teaching 
methods follows more or less the same pattern, 
but it also gives indications concerning active or 
more individual methods that the teacher can use 
to ensure the progress of his pupils. 

The last part of the book is devoted to the school 
library (or other library facilities if a school 
library is lacking) and suggestions are put forward 
as to the teacher's part in encouraging and 
instructing the pupils in the proper use of it. 


24. Feldt, Knut, et al. B2- och B3- skolan: 
metodiska anvisningar. 3 ed. Stockholm, 
Hugo Gebers férlag, 1952. 270 p. illus., 
bibl. (Almqvist & Wiksells handbiécker fér 
larare, 8). 








A guide for teachers in the so-called B2- and B3- 
Schools and a survey of the problems - especially 
with regard to methods - that these school forms 
present. 

The B2- school is one where four classes are 
taught simultaneously; in a B3- school pre-primary 
and primary school classes are taught together in 
the same classroom by the same teacher. 

The difficulty for the teacher lies in organizing 
classroom work so as to give pupils the same 
education as in other types of school. Several of 
the chapters deal with the organizational aspect of 
the teacher's work but the guide consists mainly of 
useful suggestions and recommendations about 
teaching methods. 





There is a bibliography of textbooks and a short 
list of reading materials for teachers. 


25. Gagg, J.C. Modern teaching in African 
schools. London, Evans Brothers, 1958. 
192 p. illus. 





This book was written as a handbook to help 
teachers make their teaching lively and enjoyable 
rather than formal and dreary without sacrificing 
the quality of teaching as a whole. The author 
presents his subject in three parts. In the first 
he examines the characteristics of the child and 
points out how modern teaching methods are 
better able to satisfy needs in the child's intel- 
lectual make-up than were old-fashioned methods. 
He then defines the aims of education in a modern 
world and shows what he believes good teaching 
to be. After this he examines the syllabus and 
gives practical suggestions to the teacher on how 
to inject new life and meaning into his classes. 

The second and third sections of the book treat 
the different subjects in the curriculum and give 
specific suggestions to the teacher as to modern 
ways of teaching them. The first of these 
sections is devoted to the basic subjects; helping 
the children to speak, read and write, and helping 
them with arithmetic. The second treats geo- 
graphy, history, nature study, music, art and 
handwork. 

The book ends with a list of 100 questions which 
are intended as a guide to the teacher in self- 
evaluation of his teaching. 


26. Gull, Hilda K.F. From two to seven plus; 
a book for teachers in nursery and infant 
schools. London, University of London Press, 
1956. 288 p. illus. 








This book aims at helping teachers of young 
children to apply modern theories of education. 
The writer discusses the life and work of the 
nursery and infant schools; and offers guidance 
to teachers in matters of discipline, organization, 
evaluation of pupils, lesson planning and parent- 
teacher relations. Suggestions to teachers on how 
to apply for posts and prepare for interviews are 
also included. 


27. Huber, Franz, Prestel, Josef, eds. 
Unterrichtsfihrung und Unterrichtsgestaltung 
in den Volksschulfachern. 5. Aufl. Bad 
Heilbrunn, Verlag Julius Klinkhardt, 1955. 
357 p. 








This guide for teachers begins with a brief section 
discussing modern teaching principles. The main 
part of the book is given over to a discussion of 
teaching beginning classes, and then deals with 
the teaching of the following primary school 
subjects: German, nature study, history, arith- 
metic, music, handwork for boys and for girls, 
physical education, domestic science, and foreign 
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languages. Some of the sections discuss the use 

of teaching aids. In particular, the chapter on the 
teaching of foreign languages gives special attention 
to different methods of teaching. 

The three final sections of the book are devoted 
to a study of rural school teaching, where special 
guidance is given regarding the grouping of 
students in the one-room or two-room school, and 
the organization of education in such schools, 
visual aids, and the school radio. 


28. Hume, Emily Gertrude. 
in the infants' school. 
Longmans, Green, 1952. 


Learning and teaching 
New ed. London, 
271 p. illus. 








The principal object of this book is to demonstrate 
the practical application of psychological principles 
to the education of the child under eight. It des- 
cribes the special techniques required in the teach- 
ing of reading, writing, number, and all the other 
mental and moral processes which have to be 
acquired in the infant school. Suggestions for 
curriculum and programme planning and creative 
activities for children are given. Included is a list 
of recommended toys and equipment for the nursery 
class. 


29. Hungary. OktatAasiigyi Miniszter. Tanterv és 
utasft4s az Altal4nos iskola I-IV. osztAlya 
sz4m4ra. Budapest, Tankényvkiado, 1956. 
358 p. 





This book is primarily a guide to the content of the 
curriculum of the first four years of Hungarian 
schools, but the opening chapters contain the text 
of the law regulating the school curriculum, and 
set forth for the teacher the goals of education, the 
tasks of the general school, and give sample time- 
tables for the school day in one-room and multi- 
class schools. 


30. India. 
teachers of basic schools. 
(Publication no. 212). 


Ministry of Education. Handbook for 
Delhi, 1956. 325 p. 





This handbook, written by a group of experienced 
basic educationists, is the result of a recommenda- 
tion of a Committee on Curriculum in Basic Schools 
which was appointed by the Central Advisory Board 
of Education. It is divided into two parts. The 
first part deals with the aims and objectives of 
basic education, its place in the modern industrial 
age, and certain other general problems, including 
the organization of basic schools and the technique 
of correlated teaching. Part two deals with the 
methodology of the various parts of the curriculum. 
The subjects covered here include spinning and 
weaving, agriculture, paper work, woodwork and 
metal work, fisheries, home craft, the mother 
tongue, social studies, mathematics, general science, 
art, the national language, and physical education. Each 
of these chapters gives suggestions on the teaching of 
the subject with sample exercises in most cases. 


31. Iran. Vezarat-e Farhang (Ministry of 
Education). Rahnama-ye mo' allem. 
Teheran, 1336 A958/. 2 v. in Farsi. 





This handbook begins with a section on child 
psychology giving details as to the child's 
characteristics and abilities, both physical and 
intellectual. There is a section which discusses 
school and class administration which outlines the 
teacher's duties and gives information regarding 
homework, evaluation, methodology, guidance, 
and parent-teacher associations. 

The remaining parts of the first volume treat 
the different subjects of the curriculum and give 
the teacher instructions as to the different 
methods of teaching them. 

The second volume describes different audio- 
visual <:ds and tells the teacher how they may be 
used. The remainder of the book is a detailed 
description of the teaching of general science. 


32. Jamaica. Ministry of Education. Suggestions 
to teachers in primary schools. Kingston, 
Government Printer, 1959. 69 p. 





A handbook for primary school teachers in 
Jamaica which offers suggestions on up-to-date 
teaching methods and techniques for such subjects 
as religion, language arts, mathematics, social 
and environmental studies, and art, craft, 
needlework and drama. Notes are also given con- 
cerning the organization of the time-table. 

Throughout the book stress is laid on the neces- 
sity for teachers to allow the children to take an 
active part in the process of learning. 


33. Kop&é, Jaroslav, Uher, Bohumil. Uloha 
utitele v dneSni Skole. Praha, St4tnf 
Pedagogické Nakladatelstvf, 1956. 184 p. 








The authors explain the réle of the teacher in 
today's primary schools in Czechoslovakia, sketch 
the "intellectual profile" of the teacher and his 
character and note the moral qualities required of 
him. Factors which contribute to successful 
teaching are: a sound knowledge of the subjects in 
the curriculum, an ability to think clearly and 
speak well, a liking for children and a tactful 
attitude. The book describes preparation for 
teaching, means of gaining the pupil's confidence 
and stimulating his interest, the tasks of teachers 
in organizing groups of pioneers, special problems 
of rural teachers, and teachers' associations. 


34. Kopeckf, Jaromfr, et al. Pedagogika;

Although primarily a textbook for the training of 
students for teaching in primary schools, this

It explains the general aims of teaching 
and the training of teachers and outlines the 
principal aspects of intellectual, political, moral, 
aesthetic and physical education. The authors 
describe: teaching methods in pre-school educa- 
tion and in elementary schools, techniques for 
developing the thinking process of the child and 
memory training, organization of work in the 


classroom and lesson planning, school management, 


personality traits of the teacher, the school and the 
family, children's activities out of school, work 
with pioneers and other youth organizations. An 
appendix of laws and regulations concerning 
primary education and an extensive bibliography 
classified by subject are also included. 


35. Kyte, George C. The elementary school 
teacher at work. New York, The Dryden 
Press, 1958. 530 p. illus., bibl. 








The author presents a concise view of modern 
elementary education and offers guidance in the 
practice of teaching. Planned for students training 
to become elementary school teachers and for 
teachers in service, this book serves as a practi- 
cal guide to planning, performing, and evaluating 
elementary school teaching. The planning of 
classroom procedures, organization and manage- 
ment in carrying out the programme of instruction, 
the r6éle of the teacher in discipline and teaching as 
acareer are discussed. 


36. McKim, Margaret G., et al. Learning to 
teach in the elementary school. New York, 
Macmillan, 1959. 612 p. illus., bibl. 





The authors aim at guiding student teachers and 
teachers who are in their first years of full-time 
classroom work. Since the major concern of the 
beginning teacher is to translate his professional 
education into successful classroom practice, 
problems of how to teach are stressed in this book. 
The principal topics are: (a) teaching as a 
profession; (b) getting acquainted with a new group 
of pupils in a new school; (c) classroom problems: 
discipline, lesson planning, developing fundamental 
skills of students, guiding growth in creative 
expression, evaluating pupil progress, being a 
good classroom administrator; (d) securing a 
teaching position and growing as a member of the 
profession. 


37. Macomber, Freeman Glenn. Principles of 
teaching in the elementary school. New York, 
American Book Company, 1954. 328 p. 
illus. , bibl. 








The author explains the learning and teaching 
process in a manner that can be readily understood 
by inexperienced teachers at the elementary and 
junior high school levels. Basic principles of 
modern educational practice are presented, with 
emphasis upon their relation to actual classroom 








teaching. The organization of learning activities 
around " experience units" is recommended and 
the selection and planning of such units are 
described. Among other topics included are: 
developing creative expression, evaluation of 
pupils' work, the teacher as counsellor, factors 
in teaching success. 


38. Meyer, Ernst. Gruppenunterricht, Grundle- 
gung und Beispiel. Worms, Verlag Ernst 
Wunderlich, 1955. 247 p. illus., bibl. 








This guide to group instruction begins with a 
section which discusses the basic problems of 
teaching and relates to these problems the child, 
the teaching materials, and the teacher. The 
author then goes on to discuss various practices 
and educational philosophies which have been 
developed to meet these problems, and in parti- 
cular devotes a long passage to a discussion of 
school reform in America and explains different 
educational philosophies and plans such as those 
of Dewey, the Dalton plan and the Winnetka plan. 

From this point the author takes up school 
practice, and describes his theories of group 
instruction which he relates to the different school 
years and school subjects. The book ends with a 
long section of examples of school lessons which 
are suited to group instruction. The book is 
illustrated with photographs of group work in 
action and sketches and diagrams in the text to 
illustrate points as they are made. 


39. Minéev, D.; Veliékov, I. Pedagogika. Sofia, 
DerZavno izdatelstvo " Narodna prosveta" 
1956. 470 p. 


A handbook in four parts, for the use of students 
in training colleges for primary school teachers. 
The first part, which is entitled " Bases of Educa- 
tional Theory" , contains four chapters, the first 
of which deals with the object of education, educa- 
tion as a social phenomenon, the sources and 
methods of educational theory, and the various 
branches of pedagogy. Chapters 2 and 3 deal with 
the aims and responsibilities of Communist educa- 
tors and the réle of education in the development 
of the personality. Chapter 4 contains a general 
survey of the educational system in Bulgaria and 
in other countries. 

Part II is entitled '' The theory of education and 
instruction’. The six chapters deal with the 
bases of didactics, the subject matter and methods 
of education, educational organization, polytechnic 
education, out-of-school work, and extra-curricular 
activities. 

The third part deals with character training, 
physical education and aesthetic training, the réle 
of the teacher in education, the work of organiza- 
tions for children and young people attending school, 
and co-operation between the school and the family. 

The last part deals with the administration and 
management of schools. 


40. Montilla, Francisca. Metodologfa y organiza-

This work, which contains two parts (methods and 
organization of school work), follows a scheme 
drawn up by the Division of Primary Schools in 
Spain and was first published in 1952. 

The first part deals with didactics and methods 


in general, special methods, new teaching methods, 


experimental methods including educational 
research. 

The second part gives a detailed description of 
the organization and administration of schools. 
In this part are listed current laws on primary 
education and statutes concerning teacher training. 
A short survey of school organization in a number 
of other countries is also included. 


41. Nova Scotia. Department of Education. 
The primary grade; teaching suggestions. 
Halifax, 1952/41 p. (Education Office 
bulletin no. 2, 1952-53). 





The purpose of this booklet is to give some general 
ideas as to the content and procedure in the 
primary grade and to discuss some particular 
points about adjustment to school, understanding 
five-year olds, and carrying on a readiness pro- 
gramme. Suggestions are given to teachers in the 


fields of language, speech and reading development, 


number work, art, music and rhythm, physical 
education, and science experiments. 


42. Oliver, R.A. Effective teaching; a guide to 
general methods.

In this study of methods of elementary school 
teaching the author presents techniques which are 
applicable in a number of subject fields. He 
insists upon the importance of motivation in learn- 
ing and describes the qualities associated with 
success in teaching. Suggestions are offered for 
classroom teaching, lesson planning and units of 
work, classroom management, use of visual aids, 
measuring the results of learning. Factors 
contributing to effective instruction are noted.

This book, compiled by the staff of the Healdtown 
Training School in South Africa and edited by J.L. 
Omond, contains suggestions for teaching primary

nature study, religion and the Xhosa language.

This work covers the first three years of school. 
The first year is treated in two volumes, the first 
giving information to the teacher concerning the 
physical and intellectual growth of the child begin- 
ning school, the aims of teaching, and the funda- 
mental principles and rules for education in the 
first school year. From there the book treats the 
different aspects of the curriculum, discussing 
methodology and content and giving practical 
suggestions for each subject. The second volume 
contains 42 lesson suggestions covering each week 
of the first school year in all subjects taught, 
interrelating the different aspects of the course. 
Also given are detailed programmes for timing 
the weekly work in each lesson. 

The volumes for the second and third years 
contain the same sort of information, giving the 
teacher background theory and principles suitable 
to each year, lesson plans and time-tables. 
Suitable textbooks for each subject are suggested. 


45. Primary education; suggestions for the 
consideration of teachers and others 
concerned with the work of primary schools. 
London, H.M.S.O., 1959. 334 p. 











Intended mainly for teachers of children under the 
age of 11, this book deals with the development of 
the child, the environment and organization of the 
school and the teacher's réle in it and suggests 
methods of teaching particular subjects in the 
curriculum. 


46. Servicio Cooperativo Peruano Norteamericano 
de Educaci6n. Gufa para maestros primarios. 
Lima, 1957. 111 p. illus. 





This teacher's handbook is divided into five 
chapters. The first, on preparation for teaching, 
goes into the cultural and professional background 
which the teacher should have, and defines his 
responsibility to the children, the parents, the 
community, and to himself. 

The next discusses the relationship of the school 
to the community and shows how the teacher may 
inform himself as to community structure and 
problems, especially as regards sanitation, water 
supply and nutrition. It also suggests how the 
teacher may make use of local resources to 
broaden his teaching; visits to the school by local 
inhabitants for the purpose of asking them for 
information in special areas, field interviews, 
and field trips. A section is given to a discussion 
of what the teacher may do towards improving the 
community. 

The third chapter, on preparing the programme, 
helps the teacher to plan the curriculum, giving 
special mention to the attitudes and needs of 
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society, and the needs, interest and ability of 
children. Units of work are discussed and a 
sample unit given, and teacher-pupil planning is 
defined and described. 

From there the book takes up classroom environ- 
ment, organization and maintenance, and sections 
are given to the questions of grouping, guidance 
and discipline and preparation of materials. The 
study ends with a chapter on evaluation. 

An English translation of this guide is available 
from the United States International Co-operation 
Administration, Washington 25, D.C. Itis 
entitled Teacher's guide. 

Another similar guide has been published in 
Bolivia under the direction of Servicio Cooperativo 
Interamericano de Educaci6n, La Paz, entitled 
Manual para maestros rurales. It contains much 
of the same material but has fuller lesson plans 
for units of work. It was published in 1954. 








47, U.S.A. Institute of Inter-American Affairs. 
Teachers' handbook for use by teachers in 
rural elementary schools. Washington, D.C., 
Government Printing Office, 1953.

This book, developed through the collaboration of 
Latin American and United States educators under 
the direction of Ann Nolan Clark, is one of the 
results of the co-operative education programme 
which has been carried out jointly since 1944. It 
was written to inform rural teachers of Latin 
America why the philosophy and methods introduced 
by the co-operative programme are significant. 

The importance of understanding the reasons for 

the changes in teaching is stressed throughout. 

The handbook is broken down into five sections, 
namely: "Getting the teacher ready to teach - 
"Getting the classroom ready for the program" ; 
"Getting the program ready for the children" ; 
"Getting the children ready to learn"; ' Helping 
the teacher to teach". A teacher's self-evaluation 
sheet and the basic elements and units of work for 
the first four grades of the elementary school are 
also included. 


48. Vaast, Pierre; Médard, Robert. Pédagogie 
pratique et morale professionnelle (Afrique- 
Madagascar).

This manual is designed to assist teachers in 
African primary schools. The first part which 
consists of practical information for the teacher 





gives instructions regarding the administration of 
education, discusses the problem of the material 
aspects of the school (classrooms, furniture, etc.), 
offers advice on time-tables and planning, treats 
principles and aims of education and suggests 
methods of teaching, considers discipline in class, 
and shows the teacher how to go about preparing 
classes and keeping records. The remainder of 
this practical part takes up the different subjects 
of the programme of study and makes suggestions 
as to how they may be taught. It also discusses 
the single-teacher school and school co-operatives. 
The second part of the guide considers teaching 
as a profession and points out the teacher's réle 
in the community.

This book has been used for some time as a guide 
for organizing the instructional material for 
neighbourhood study. It also has a comprehensive 
section on source material, from which the teacher 
can readily obtain both the outlines and the neces- 
sary material for lessons. Attached to the section 
on instructional material is a list of the equipment 
used in visual education and of suitable pictures, 
including many in colour. 


50. Vukovics, Rade. Hogyan tanftsunk az 
osztatlan és a részben esztott elemi iskolAban 
Ujvidék, (Yugoslavia), Testvériség-Egység, 
Konyvkiad6v4llalat, 1954.

This practical guide tells the teacher how to 
organize one-room schools and schools which have 
two or more classes under the direction of a 
single teacher. Sample time-tables are given for 
the one-room school with suggestions as to how 
the teacher can work out the schedule so as to 
include all subjects at all levels. Attention is 
given to the problem of selection and use of text- 
books and the division of classes in such schools. 

Special mention is made of individual as opposed 
to group work and its importance, especially in 
the one-room school, and suggested lesson plans 
are given. Also treated is the question of work 
done outside school hours, including team work 
and school excursions. There is a bibliography of 
pertinent materials. 

The book is written in Hungarian for use in those 
parts of Yugoslavia where Hungarian is the spoken 
language.

The author discusses 
syllabuses, class management, planning of lessons 
and examinations, discipline, guidance of pupils, 
professional associations, and gives advice on 

how to apply for teaching posts.

The last section is 
concerned with the teacher in school and commu- 
nity with a special chapter on becoming a teacher. 

Good teachers, say the authors, must guide the 
learning activities of young people, give good 
counsel, be vital members of the community, and 
be alert to their professional responsibilities. 


56. Hansen, Kenneth H. High school teaching.

The three stated purposes of this book are: 

"1. To help the teacher understand what second- 
ary education in our society really means to the 
high school students themselves; 2. To help show 
the teacher how to use effective classroom teach- 
ing methods by applying known principles of human 
behaviour and learning to specific classroom 
problems; and 3. To help the teacher to under- 
stand his r6éle as an educational leader of youth in 
school and community" . 

The book consists of two parts: Part I, Under- 
standing the tasks of secondary education, and 
Part II, Classroom teaching.

The book was written by 25 educationalists working 
in collaboration, and was edited and prepared for 
publication by four eminent Soviet education 
specialists. It deals with all the important aspects 
of education and teaching. 

The first chapter contains a statement of the 
object of education, a short survey of the main 
educational systems of the past, and a definition 
of education, instruction and teaching. It also 
deals with the relation between educational theory 
and other branches of study, and pedagogical 
research methods. 

The second chapter deals with the aims and 
objects of Communist education, and explains that 
the chief purpose of a Soviet school is to ensure 
that the whole personality is developed harmoniously 
and that children are trained to become active 
members of society. Communist education 
includes physical education, intellectual training, 
polytechnic instruction, provision for linking the 
pupils' education with socially useful activities, 
character training and aesthetic training. 

The third chapter contains a discussion of the 
special problems of different age groups. The 
fourth outlines the system of public education in 
the USSR. The fifth chapter deals with the réle of 
the teacher, the main features of his work, the 
education and training of a teacher, his relations 
with his colleagues and his place in the teaching 
profession. 

Chapter 6 contains a discussion of the aims, 
content, aspects and methods of physical education. 
The next chapter deals with general and polytechnic 
education in Soviet schools, and includes a dis- 
cussion of the main questions relating to the theory 
of education, the curriculum, time-tables, pro- 
grammes and textbooks in both primary and second- 
ary schools. Chapters 8 and 9 deal respectively, 
with the educational process and didactic principles, 
and methods of teaching. 

Chapter 10 discusses various aspects of the 
organization of work in Soviet schools. The content, 
aims and methods of character training are dealt 
with at length in Chapter 11, and another chapter 
is devoted to aesthetic education. Chapter 13 deals 
exhaustively with questions relating to pupils as a 
community, the organization and education of this 
community, and the teacher's réle in relation to it. 
Organizations for children and young people of 
School age are also discussed. Chapter 14 des- 
cribes extra-curricular and out-of-school activities, 
and Chapter 15 deals with various aspects of co- 
operation between school and family in the 





education of children. The last chapter discusses 
administrative questions, such as the organization 
of education for all, the application of educational 
principles in the school, the teaching staff and its 
réle in the administration of the school, etc.

different aspects of school work, methodology, 
exceptional students, the use of audio-visual aids, 
and the teacher's progress in his career. 

Other handbooks in this series deal with the 
teaching of specific subjects, the rural school 
curriculum, social aspects of teaching, libraries 
and library training in education, and some 
special numbers are given over to educational 
systems and aspects of education in other 
countries. 


59. Watkins, Ralph K. Techniques of secondary 
school teaching. New York, Ronald Press, 
1958.

This book was written to serve a double purpose; 
as a textbook in courses for prospective secondary 
school teachers, and as a reference for the 
improvement of teaching procedures for teachers 
already in service. The emphasis throughout is 
on how the operations involved in good teaching 
are performed. 

The order of presentation corresponds to the 
steps a teacher would employ in planning and 
carrying out his work: determining what object- 
ives are to be accomplished; selecting the subject 
matter needed to accomplish the objectives; 
organizing the subject matter and the experiences 
of pupils to accomplish the objectives with a 
minimum of waste; organizing for learning to 
ensure a maximum of retention and of efficiency 
in use; implementing the learning processes 
through the selection of experiences and activities; 
stimulating and directing the learning experiences; 
and, finally, determining how much has been 
learned and how well.
